"THE STRENGTH OF BRITAIN" - This film consists of two reels, and visualizes 
the achievements of Great Britain in all phases of the war, on the many fronts on 
which she is engaged - both on land and sea. There is a lecture accompanying this 
film, which can be supplied. . 

"THR TRAINING OF THE TANKS" - This film deals with the training of the latest 
implements of modern warfare - "Land Cruisers", and depicts in a vivid manner the 
strenuous training that the crews of these Tanks have to undergo before they are 
qualified for service with the armies at the front. 


Wherever an entertainment is given, and where no charge is made for 
admission, these films can be obtained free of all cost therefor, providing you 
agree to pay express charges both ways - that you will have a competent operator, 
together with a first-class machine for the projection of any reels you might make 
application for - and that you will keep the films insured at the rate of fifty 


dollars per reel from the time they leave this office until the time of their re- 
turn.
